Boston, Mass., March M.— An ac- 
cident which equals, if itdoes not sur- 
pass iu number of dead and wounded, 
the recent horrible railroad disaster 
near Hartford, VI., occurred in Ihe 
suburbs of this eiiy ihit morning on 
tbo Iloston & I'rovidonce railroad. 
As tlie Dodliani branch train, which 
leaves Dedbani at 7 :U.'> a. in. and in 
due at Ilosloii at 7 :tl)a. in., was pahs 
iiig over tbo Itussey I'aik bridge 
which crosses Soiilb street bi tween 
Forest hill and Itoslindale, uboiit a 
niilo from Jamaica I'lain, tbo Kti iict- 
ure gave way and six cars beavily 
laden with biiiiian bniijf,'H plunged 110 
feet to tbe I'oadwa) beneath. 'I'brt^e 
of the nine cars which com[)09ed the 
ti.iin roiiiaiiiud ir.i tbo einbaiikinent, 
having crossed Ibu bridge in safely, 
but they were wrenched from the 
rails and nnai ly dctnolished. 

Tbe train was one of the largest 
and heaviest on the iiiornliig list, and 
as usual, it was heavily loaded with 
people going to their work iu the cily. 
(t 18 a wonder that any escaped alive, 
and, as it Is, the uaiues of the dead 
will number about S4 and perhapt 
more. 

Conductor Tiideii was in the ttiird 
(;ar, wliii'b rentainetl on top of tho 
enibairkitient, iinil on the ground di- 
rectly iiiideriieatb whei'chowas stand 
iug u ben killiMl is a pool of blood, 
while i:alf of the debris of that coach 
it spattered with blood. That the hor- 
rors ot ilro were not added to the ter- 
rible disaster was due to the proinpt- 
noss witli which relief was tent. 

The scene directly after the accident 
was heart-rending. Tbe tbrlekt of 
the Injured were to lond (bat tbey 
were heard In the reaidenoet In the 
vicinity. The bodies of tbe killed 
were horribly mangled, Iu tome in- 
ttancet their headt being entirely sev- 
ered fkom their bodies, and many of 
the bodlet were crutbed almost be- 
yond recognition. In one place aev 
en bodlet taken oat of the wreek 
were placed In a row. All wen bad' 
ly mangled. Large numbcrt of wdm' 
en were on the train and many were 
to be seen In the riiioa. One woman 
was cut coinplotcly iu two, the upper 
alfonly being found. Two men who 
were taved had tbeir facet fatoked, 
aud the lipt of one were cut off. Un- 
der the ear In which Condactor Til- 
den wu killed tbe breaatand lunga 
of a human being wer« found. In tbe 
roadway and through the adjacent 
paiture'ear-toat cuthiont, car-wheels 
and trucks were tcalterad, and in the 
■plintertof tbe wreeic were human 
bodlea, poola of blood, and fragmenta 
ofhuAian fleab which had literally 
been gouged Arom tho Tiotimt.

proceed fbrtber allow me to tay that 
I have no tpeelal interett In Clarkt- 
yilie, but on tbe contrary whenever I 
think I nan do at well In maklnn 
purchatea or taiei In Hopkintvllle I 
give h't the preference, and nine 
lenthi of my purchatea and aalaa are 
made In your city. I will alao ttale 
that I do not regard the majority of 
those who have taken ttook tn 
your turnpike enterprite aa having 
doue to through purely mercenai> 
motivet. No ilr, I would hale to 
think to meanly of the public spirit 
of any town and do not, and at for 
booming your town I will do 
much at any mau In it, according lo 
meant, toward lecurlng competing 
rates via. lUilroadt and thia ia a 
standing propotlliou. 

I shall now proceed to notice tome 
of your aitertlont and deduoe there- 
from logical scquents. 

lit. "The tolls aretixed by law and 
cm not be made burdensome to the 
people." ThIa I believe to bo the first 
lime I ever taw enunciated as a fact 
that because a charge was fixed by 
law It could not bu biiidensonie lo 
the people. Furtlier on you state 
iliat Iho charge for toll oould not be 
over one dollar for the roood trip 
over Ihe ten miles.
